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Subject* — Import Policy for newsprint—Printing and Writing Paper (excluding laid 
marked paper ) which contains mechanical wood pulp amounting tq not less than 
70 per cent of fibre contents—S. No. 44 / 7 —/or the year April 1968 —March, 
1969 — Allotment of additional newsprint for ‘Mid-term Elections 1 in Bihar, Uttar 
Pradesh, West Bengal and the Punjab * 

No* 208-ITC(PN)/68, —Attention is invited to the Ministry of Commerce Public Notice 
No. 55 -ITC(PN)/ 68 , dated the 5 ih April, 1968 , pertaining to the import policy for news¬ 
print for April 1968 —March 1969 period. 

2 . As a result of representations received, it has been decided to allocate additional 
quantity of newsprint to meet the needs of increased circulation in connection with the 
'mid-term elections' in 1968 - 69 * The additional quantity of newsprint on this account will 
be allocated only to newspapers published within the States of Bihar, Uttar Pradesh, West 
Bengal and the Punjab and would be equivalent to 15 per cent of the basic entitlement 
of the newspapers/pcriodicals for three months, calculated vide Remark (v) of Annexure 
I to the aforesaid Public Notice. 

3 . Applications for allotment of additional quota shall be made in the manner and 
proforma prescribed for applications for newsprint for Apri.l-March 1969 to the Registrar 
of Newspapers for India, New Delhi. In the case of newspapers whose applications for 
regular quota of newsprint for the year April 1968 —March 1969 , have already been 
submitted, a separate application should be made for this additional allocation, as early as 
possible but not later than 30 th November, 1968 . 

4 . The additional allocation will be made only in Nepa newsprint. Newspapers and 
periodicals whose additional entitlement amounts to less than 10 (ten) tonnes will be 
allowed their entire quantity in imported newsprint cither from the State Trading Corpora¬ 
tion’s Stocks or through a direct licence.
